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Robot lawn mower at UF designed 
to change suburban landscape

А robot lawn mower called LawnNibbler, 
developed at the University of Florida's 


“Machine Intelligenée Laboratory, can cut your 


grass intelligently - avoiding dogs,kids, trees 
and birdbaths - while you're out on the golf 
course or taking the kids to soccer practice. 

"The LawnNibbler can provide a substitute 
for the majority of the work a person does car- 
ing for a lawn," said Kevin Hakala, the gradu- 
ate student who designed and built LawnNib- 
bler for his engineering master's thesis, written 
under the guidancé of Professor Keith L. Doty, 
laboratory director. "It will trim the grass in a 
defined area while avoiding obstacles such as 
trees, children, toys or pets. It uses two smart 
systems: one to tell it where it is and. another to 
tell it what to avoid." 

Hakala seid LawnNibbler promises to be the 
first low-cost and efficient robot lawn mower. It 


uses a radio wire buried at the perimeter of Ив. 


work area arid a navigational beacon system 
using sonar and infrared emmiters and detec- 
tors to tell it where it is in its environment. 

“LawnNibbler uses signals to treat the buried 
wire as an obstacle that it cannot cross;" Hakala 
said. "It moves straight ahead until its sonar 
senses a beacon in its work пури огап 
obstacle.” ' , 

Beacon or obstacle identified, LawnNibbler 
makes the appropriate turns and. continues. 
Additionally, LawnNibbler can keep track of 
where it has already cut. LawnNibbler's naviga- 
tion system scans its surroundings with sonar 
pulses. If a beacon in the ear “hears” the sonar, 
the beacon replies with an infrared light. The 
infrared light also provides LawnNibbler wil 
its obstacle avoidance mechanism. . 

Just 24 inches high, 23 3/4 inches long, 12 3/4 
inches wide and weighing 35 pounds, LawnNib- 
Мег uses a weed trimmer-like nylon cord that

cuts a 6-inch swath. 

Hakala said that the mower, driven by a 
rechargeable battery-powered electric motor 
and humming along at 1 foot per second, has 
the power to cover rough terrain and climb a 15- 
degree angle. ' 

“Robots of the future are becoming today’s 
reality, said Hakala, who described his Lawn- 
Nibbler’s beacon navigation system as "cheap 
and accurate.” LawnNibbler; he added, is. more 
Intelligent and and less expensive than earlier com- 


"Previous RnB. at robot lawnmowers have 
been limited because of the absence of a naviga- © 
tion system" said Hakala. "Those robot lawn- 
mowers only knew-the boundary of their work 


‘area when they approached it. They did not 


have the intelligence to know where they were 
in their environment. Because of the beacon | 
navigation system, scorer nee where .

Hakala added that the econ ш “used 
by his LawnNibbler are a stepping stone to a 
future where robots will be able to sense their ® 
environment as humans do, by using land- . 
marks. 

“LawnNibbler will likely have its market , 
entry through industrial and commercial uses, 
mostly because of the safety issues,” said Scott 
Jantz, a UF engineering graduate student who 
worked on the LawnNibbler'with Hakala. "Golf , 
course care is an obvious application.

blers can go to work when no one is on the _ 
course. Jt could also be used in restricted indus- <, 
trial.or military areas, or even in areas where ' 
foliage is contaminated and should hot be 
touched by humans."

legislation mandated immedi- 
ate action for three water bod- 
ies: Lake Okeechobee, Bis- 
cayne Bay and the Indian Riv- 
er Lagoon. Interestingly, the 
phosphorus problem of the 
Everglades marshes was not a 
priority of the SWIM legisla- 
tion. But the SWIM Act did 
thrust Florida's Water Man- 
agement Districts into an area 
of resource management they 
had never experienced before 
and one which, at the time, the 
United States Environmental 
Protection Agency had not 
even taken on: the responsibil- 
ity for dealing with water qual- 
ity problems resulting from 
stormwater runoff. : 

If the SWIM Act of 1987 did 
not.specifically address Ever- 


glades problems, there has" 


been plenty of legislation, liti- 
gation, mediation and experi- 
mentation éver since that 
have. In just ten years, Florida 
has 1) fought and settled the 


Everglades lawsuit - one of the 


costliest and most contentious 
environmental cases ever filed; 
2) mediated a technical plan 
for addressing water quality 
and hydropattern problems in 


the Everglades; 3) constructed 
the world's largest wetland fil- 
tration project to clean water: 
flowing into the Everglades; 4) 
adopted the Everglades Forev- 
er Act which mandates the 
largest environmental clean-up 
and restoration program ever 
undertaken; 5) implemented 
one of the most successful on- 


-farm water quality improve- 


ment programs, based on 
incentives and private sector’ 
initiative, that has reduced 
phosphorus flow from farms 
into the Everglades by 50%; 
and 6) witnessed one of the 
most-expensive environmental 
political campaigns ever waged 
regarding taxation and fund- 
ing for the Everglades pro- 
gram. 

It's been a busy ten years, 
and the upcoming decade 
promises to be just as Ever- 
glades-packed. For example, it 
is anticipated that within the 
next year the South Florida 
Water Management District 
will adopt a water supply plan, 
for the Lower East Coast of 
Florida (Palm Beach, Broward, 
Dade and Monroe Counties 
and parts of Hendry, Glades 


and Lee Counties that are trib- 
utaries to Lake Okeechobee). 

In 1999, thé United States 
Army Corps of Engineers must 
submit a "comprehensive plan" 
to Congress déveloped under 
their Restudy of the Central & 
Southern Florida Flood Con- 
trol Project. By 2003, the Ever- 
glades Construction Project 
required by the Everglades 
Forever Act should be fully 
constructed and operating. By 
that same year, the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion shall have adopted a 
numeric standard for phospho- 
rus in water entering the Ever- 
glades Protection Area. Three 
years later, in 2006, that stan- 
dard will be met. 

Considering all that's taken 
place in the last ten years and 
the myriad of Everglades activ- 
ities ‘on the horizon, it may be 
worthwhile to summarize 
where we are and how we got 
here; to lay out the issues; to 
try to separate the science 
from the political science; and 
to examine how policies affect- 
ing the Everglades could be 
more effectively addressed in 
the upcoming decade.

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School fund-raisers and Florida's sales tax a guide for Booster Clubs 


It's fall again - that time of 
year when young people are 
busy studying, playing sports 
teams and participating in 
Scholastic clubs. Many of 
them, along with their fami- 
lies and teachers, also are 
involved in various activities 
to raise money for school orga- 
nizations. 

Those fund-raising activities 
often include the sale of items 
such as cookies, candy, T- 
shirts, greeting cards, wrap- 
ping paper and so forth.. 
Therefore, school officials need 


to be aware of the Florida's , 


sales tax làws. To help provide 
some guidance, the Florida 
Department of Revenue has 
prepared the following infor- 
mation on how sales tax 
applies to purchases and sales 

. made by education-related 
organization. 

The tax depends, in some 
cases, on the type of school 
organization and the nature of 
the sale or purchase, 

For example, parent-teacher 
associations (PTAs), parent 
teacher organizations (PTOs) 
and the school itself do not 
have to pay sales tax on items 
they buy for their own.use and 


do not resell to others. 
However, athletic teams, 
booster organizations and 
School clubs аге required to 
pay sales tax on their purchas- 
es, even if the items are for 
their own use. 

Tax must be paid on items 
sold in school fund-raisers by 
all. school organizations 
including PTAs, PTOs, athlet- 
ic teams, booster groups or 
school clubs. Whether the tax 
must Бе, paid to the supplier or 
collected from the customer 
hinges on several factors, 
including how often the orga- 
nization holds its fund-raisers. 

PTAs, PTOs and schools 
themselves may choose to pay 
tax to their suppliers when 
purchasing items for resale at 
school fund-raisers. If they 
pay tax to their suppliers, 
they need not register with 
the Florida Department of 
Revenue to collect tax on their 
sales. 

Any other type of organiza- 
tion, such as a boóster group 
or school club, that holds three 
or more fund-raising events 
during the year must collect 
the tax at the fund-raisers.

The technique uses environmental- 
ly-friendly powder paints the shiny 
“clear coat” top paint layer. 

Working together under the United 
States Council for automotive 
Research, the three competitors have 
built a plant to refine the paint tech- 
nique. The goal is to reduce or elimi- 
nate ozone-forming gases released 
into the atmosphere when applying 
liquid-based clear coat paint. 

Additionally, the overspray from liq- 


uid-based paints is collected as waste 
sludge and taken to landfills; in con- 
trast the overspray from power paints 


It's hoped that this USCAR pre-com- 
petitive research project will greatly 
benefit the environment. 

"Since the 1960's, hydrocarbon emis- 
sions from the domestic automakers’ 
paint processes at assembly plants 
have been reduced by 80 percent,’ said 
Ernie McLaughlin, Chrysler’s lead 
representative to USCAR's paint con- 
sortium. “Chrysler, Ford, and GM did 
this separately. Now we're working 
together to achieve further improve- 
ments quicker and at lower cost. Y 

Working with the paint in a labora- 
tory was limited, so the companies col- 
laborated to build the plant. 

"The transition from lab to assembly 
plant is too great with this technology. 
We have to learn how to deal with tons 
of powder a day," said Rich Pearson, 
Ford's representative: on the paint 
team. * 

At the plant they can approximate 
the conditions of a production paint 
line, something that laboratories can’t 


do. 

If tests prove successful, the new 
technology could eventually be used at 
automotive plants around the world. 
Many already use powder paint for 
primer coats, but using powder paint 
for the clear coat is more difficult 
because it’s the final layer applied to a 
vehicle and therefore must provide a 
more lustrous and even more resilient 
surface than the primer coat. The 
challenge for USCAr engineers and 
technicians is to do this affordable. 

Over 40 paint suppliers are also tak- , 
ing part, providing materials, equip- 
ment and facilities, including ITW- 
Ransburg from Indianapolis, Siebert 
Powder Coating from Cleveland and 
ABB of Auburn Hills, Mich. 

“This is a challenge for all of us,’ said 
Tom Meschievitz, GM's lead represen- 
tative working on the project. "We 
need combined efforts to resolve it." 

The powder paint program is one of 
the many environmental and techni- 
cal projects by Chrysler, Ford and GM 
under their USCAR umbrella organi- 
zation.

Battery Care 
(Maintenance-free batteries not included.) 
The battery makes electricity to run the 

starter to start the engine, while at the same 
time providing the electricity that sparks the 
spark plugs. 

If your battery needs maintenance, there are a 
few steps you can take to extend the life of your 
battery. Make sure you add distilled water if 
necessary. Also, "remove the battery every six, 
months, check the battery cables for splitting 
and cracking by bending them. If there are any 
cracks, replace the cable. Check the battery case 
for cracks and bulges, and if you find any, 
replace the battery. Wash down the battery hold- 
er and clean the battery cable terminals with a 
wire brush or sandpaper. 

When you recorinect the battery, be sure to 
connect the positive terminal first, then the neg- 
ative. Reverse the 
procedure when removing a battery. This action 
prevents sparks and possible explosion of bat- 
tery gases. After the cables are secured on 
the battery terminal posts, coat them lightly 
with petroleum jelly to limit future corrosion
